Much  stress  has  been  Uld  upon  the 
tax-free  status  of  property  belonglnc 
to  churches,  schools,  hospitals,  and 
other  charitable  Institutions.  The 
point  is  made  that  for  the  federal  and 
state  governments  to  forego  the  col¬ 
lection  of  taxes  Is,  in  fact,  to  make 
grants  in  aid  to  such  institutions 
which  are  for  all  practical  purposes 
no  different  from  grants  of  actual 
money. 

We  feel  that  the  church  and  state 
should  support  one  another  morally 
and  spiritually  as  two  good  neighbors, 
but  like  good  neighbors,  each  should 
keep  its  hands  out  of  the  pockets  of 
the  other.  As  the  churches  should  not 
expect  material  aid  from  the  state,  so 
the  state  should  not  be  permitted  to 
take  material  aid  from  the  churches 
through  taxation. 

Even  if  we  accept  the  generally  held 
opinion  that  ^  the  churches  and  their 
institutions  are  free  from  taxes  be¬ 
cause  they  contribute  service  to  the 
community  of  equal  or  greater  value, 
there  must  be  a  line  drawn  some¬ 
where  unless  the  principle  of  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state  is  to  be  com¬ 
pletely  voided.  If  we  are  to  admit 
that  there  is  no  distinction  between 
tax  forgiveness  and  contributions  to 
hospitals  amounting  to  two-thirds  of 
their  costs,  it  is  not  a  very  long  step 
to  permit  the  entire  cost  ^  the  hos¬ 
pitals  to  be  famished  by  the  federal 
or  state  government.  If  we  are  to  ad¬ 
mit  that  tax-exemption  is  comparable 
to  free  bus  service  and  free  textbooks, 
then  it  is  only  a  short  step  to  free 
school  buildings  and  pay  for  teach¬ 
ers. 

Hospitals  to  which  the  state  has  a 
large  stake,  schools  in  which  the  state 
is  heavily  invested,  should  not  be 
surprised  If  private  control  is  sub¬ 
stantially  limited  by  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  state.  We  hope  and  be¬ 
lieve  that  America  will  remain  free 
from  the  taint  ef  totalitarian  tun.  But 
state  Interference  In  the  affairs  of 
the  churches  is  a  long  step  in  that  di- 
reciion.  A  strict  adherence  to  the 
principle  ef  separation  of  church  and 
state  will  go  far  toward  Insuiing  that 
we  shall  remain  free.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  Insist  that  their  position  is 
based  upon  a  deep-seated  convictioa 
and,  that  as  institutions  church  and 
state  must  be  separate;  their  posi¬ 
tion  is  In  no  sense  “arbitrary.” 

It  is  by  DO  means  a  matter  of  con- 
tendings  for  “an  abstract  principle” 
at  the  sacrifice  “of  all  human  values.” 
The  dignity,  autoncuny  and  freedom 
of  the  individual  is  the  basic  hiunan 
value,  the  very  heart  of  which  is 
freedom  in  relation  to  God.. 

Baptists  have  been  unwilling  to  vio¬ 
late  this  principle  as  interpreted  by 
them,  even  for  the  purpose  of  easing 
their  financial  burdens.

the  other,  with  the  fence  intervening 
at  a  barrier  which  must  not  be  cron- 
ad  or  penetrated  by  either  the  state 
or  the  church.  This  is  contrary  to  life. 

The  relationship  should  be  that  of 
partners  and  equal  partners,  the  one 
eontrlbuting  primarily  to  the.  physi¬ 
cal,  and  other  contributing  primarily 
le  the  ^iritual  welfare  of  the  people. 
A  citizen  who  in  his  spiritual  life  is 
a  member  of  some  church,  still  has 
his  civil  states  duties  and  privileges. 

When  President  Harry  S.  Truman 
leaves  the  White  House  Sunday  mom- 
tof  to  go  to  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
he  h  not  uniting  church  and  state, 
because  when  he  enters  the  doors  of 
the  ehurch  be  is  private  eitizen  Harry 
S.  Trunutn  and  not  President  Harry 
S.  Truman.  When  be  returns  to  the 
White  House  be  carries  with  him  his 
swn  religioiss  beliefs  and  convictions, 
but  not  to  act  as  a  member  ef  a 
sectarian  church. 

Baptists  recogniae  that  as  Chris¬ 
tians  they  are  ehsmged  with  the 
three-fedd  mission  of  preaching, 
toachlng  and  healing.  Baptists  find 
B  difficult  to  draw  any  distinction 
between  direct  subsidies  to  hospitals 
and  schools  on  the  one  hand  and  to 
ehurch  congregations  on  the  other, 
where  the  money,  in  the  latter  case, 
would  be  used  for  the  payment  of 
ehurch  expanses,  including  the  sala¬ 
ries  of  ministers  or  priests. 

It  is  argued  that  if  government  con¬ 
tributions  are  not  made  to  sectarian 
hospitals  and  schools,  pcutlcularly  for 
those  “fringe”  Items  pertsdnlng  to 
schools,  such  as  free  buses,  textbooks, 
health,  etc.,  the  people  will  suffer  and 
humsmlty  will  be  outraged. 

Baptists  point  to  their  own  exper¬ 
iences  to  disprove  this  position.  They 
have  built  msiny  and  great  hospitals 
throughout  the  South  without  federal 
4r  state  aid,  and  are  contributing 
mightily  to  the  welfare  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  Baptists  are  supporting  their 
own  schools  without  asking  for  even 
the  so-called  “fringe"  contributions. 
It  Is  no  answer  to  say  that  the  refusal 
4f  the  state  to  fumlah  free  transpor¬ 
tation  will  endanger  the  life  of  the 
pupil  and  will  tend  to  coerce  the  par¬ 
ent  Into  sending  the  pupil  to  a  public 
school.  If  the  parent  desires  to  send 
bis  child  to  a  private  school,  there  is 
no  reason  why  he  should  be  afforded 
free  bus  transportation  than  that  he 
Mioald  be  afforded  free  tuition.  If 
free  textbooks  are  not  a  violation  of 
the  principle  of  church  and  state, 
there  would  seem  to  be  no  good  reason 
why  free  school  buildings  should  not 
he  likewise  permitted. 

With  respect  to  hospitals,  about 
which  the  present  discussion  arose.  It 
Is  significant  that  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  Is  spending  mllllona  of  dollars 
to  the  erectlcm  and  maintenance  of 
hospitals  tor  veterans.  If ‘the  govem- 
■Mnt  can  build  hospitals  for  veterans 
who  have  been  discharged  from  the 
service,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
government  should  not  build  hospitals 
where  needed  for  the  general  public. 
Inaistance  upon  the  principle  of  sepa- 
ratian  of  church  and  state  does  not 
■man  that  our  sick  must  go  without 
medical  eare  and  attention,  er  that 
eur  children  must  go  without  educa¬ 
tion. 

It  Is  tatoresting  to  uetc  that  the 
Latheraa  Faetoral  Conference  ef 
Oreater  Cincinnati  published  a  state¬ 
ment  en  June  9,  1M7,  to  Which  H  was 
stated  “Almost  from  Ito  beginning  to 
this  eonntry  the  Lutheran  Church  has 
amintolned  parochial  sehoels.

In  1945;  38  Sunday  Schoola,  a  gain 
of  9;  17  Training  Unions,  a  gain  ef 
12;  14  WMU's,  a  gain  of  5;  20  Vaca¬ 
tion  Bible  Schools  were  held  in  1949, 
compared  with  2  in  1945.  During  1949, 
$2409  was  given  to  Assoclatlonal  mis¬ 
sions,  $7,654  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  and  a  total  of  $17,174  for  Ml 
missions.  There  are  now  four  pastor- 
lums,  a  gain  of  two,  and  eleven  piu- 
tors  are  living  in  the  county,  a  gain 
of  three. 

In  1945  it  took  36  Baptists  in  Pon¬ 
totoc  County  to  win  one;  In  19M  B 
took  only  22  to  win  one.

According  to  Religious  News 
Service,  “A  civil  suit  seeking  to 
prevent  a  merger  of  Ihe  Congrega¬ 
tional  Christian  Churches  with  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Chnrcli 
o|)ene<l  in  Supreme  Court  here  be¬ 
fore  Justice  Meier  Steinbrink. 

“Accortling  to  the  plaintiffs  the 
proposed  iperger  will  set  up  a 
’general  of  Inational  Church,  of 
which  individual  churches  will  be 
subordinate  parts."  They  main¬ 
tain  further  that  if  the  merger 
goes  through,  individual  congrega¬ 
tions  w’ill  sacrifice  freedom  in  con¬ 
ducting  their  own  affairs. 

•TTiey  also  see  the  merger  as 
establishing  a  new  denomination 
with  a  totally  different  form  of 
church  government  which  will  di¬ 
vert  fui^s  from  the  uses  and  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  they  have  hitherto 
been  used.” 

Another  Religious  News  Service 
report  says:

ttc  crusade,  according  to  Dr.  Guy  A. 
Bellamy,  leader  of  a  group  of  Mz 
laymen  now  visiting  Negro  churches 
of  the  Island.

BAHAMA  ISLANDERS 
WELCOME  BAPTIST  GROUP 

REV,  ALBERT  J.  KONDY  '

A  group  of  seven  men  composed  of 
Mx  pastors  and  one  newspaper  odi-  t 
tor  led  by  Dr.  Guy  Bellamy,  secretary  1 
of  Negro  work  of  the  Home  Mtsekui  ] 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Ck»-  i 
ventlon,  has  Just  returned  frosn  the 
Bahama  Uands  where  more  than  900 
people  came  confessing  faith  In  Jesus 
Christ  during  the  eight  days  of 
preaching,  January  8-19. 

The  crowds  came  in  large  numbers 
to  the  extend  that  the  buildings  were 
filed  by  f  o’clock  each  night.  People 
sat  on  the  floor,  In  the  windows  aixl 
stood  outside  the  church.  By  7:90 
they  esune  In  and  sat  on  each  othais 
laps. 

The  revival  came  to  a  climactic  eon- 
elusion  on  Sunday  afternoon,  January 
19.  More  than  100  came  forward  con¬ 
fessing  faith  In  Christ,  ou^  of  an 
audience  of  3,000  and  4,000  pedple. 

It  was  most  interesting  on  Sunday 
morning  in  that  about  800  of  the  na¬ 
tives  gathered  at  Bethel  Baptist 
Church  at  4:30  and  started  marching 
to  the  ocean,  singing  “Onward  Chris¬ 
tian  Soldiers."  At  daybreak  and^tbe 
old  gentleman  marched  down  into  the 
ocean,  stuck  the  pole  In  the  sand 
and  then  each  pastor  brought  his 
csuidldates  down  to  Dr.  Bellamy  to  be 
baptized. 

The  population  of  the  Bahamas  Is 
86,000,  of  whom  6,000  are  white.  There 
are  ai^roxlmately  300  Negro  Baptist 
Churches  with  29,000  members. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  ministers 
at  the  island,  they  were  received  by 
Governor  E.  L.  Evans,  srtM)  Is  suc¬ 
cessor  to  the  Duke  of  Windsor.  Be¬ 
cause  ot  his  Interest  in  the  Baptist 
cause  and  program  the  way  was  made 
much  easier  for  the  men  to  preach. 
At  a  meeting  one  afternoon  In  Raw- 
son  Square  with  more  Uian  2,000  na¬ 
tives  Mrs.  Evans  was  the  only  white 
person  to  attend  other  than  the  white 
ministers.  ’The  group  was  also  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  American  Council  which 
provided  additional  freedom  in  their 
preaching. 

One  day  the  party  made  a  trip  by 
boat  to  Andros  Island  from  Nassau. 
H  was  12  o’clock  noon  when  they 
located  a  church  building.  They  rang 
the  bell  and  within  fifteen  minutes 
the  building  was  full  of  natives  eager 
to  hear  the  Word  of  God.  Rev.  E.  L. 
Smith  of  Oklahoma  City  preached  and 
there  were  IS  conversions. 

The  Influence  of  the  meeting  stirred 
the  entire  dty  of  Nassau,  both  white 
and  colored.  Five  factions  among  the 
Negro  Baptists  were  successfully  unit¬ 
ed  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Bel¬ 
lamy.  It  Is  hoped  that  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  may  be  able  to  Uke  over 
tt^e  direction  of  the  work  In  the  Ba¬ 
hamas.

Whereas  in  previous  hearings  at¬ 
tendance  had  either  been  meager  so 
far  as  visitors  from  outside  the  Capi¬ 
tol  were  concerned,  this  time  at  both 
Thursday  and  Friday  sessions  the 
large  Senate  Caucus  Room  was  filled 
with  citizens,  both  men  and  women, 
who  manifestly  were  preponderately 
dry.  There  was  scarcely  a  member  of 
the  Committee  absent  at  either  ses¬ 
sion  and,  as  evidence  that  they  were 
f<^owing  the  testimony  with  unusual 
Interest,  Committee  questions  multi¬ 
plied,  the  many  statemwits  of  wit¬ 
nesses  prompted  further  Inquiry  by 
various  members.

A  Good  Sugge^tian 

Writing  In  the  Quarterly  Review, 
Dr.  R.  Loftln  Hudson,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Shawnee,  Okla., 
makes  a  suggestion  that  every  church 
ou^t  to  heed,  and  that  Is  that 
church  provide  their  pastor  with  an 
annual  fund  with  which  to  subscribe 
to  magazines  and  purchase  books. 

Such  an  investment  by  churches  In 
their  pastors  wlU  bear  rich  returns. 
There  are  at  least  a  dozen  periodicals 
that  every  preacher  ought  to  have  in 
his  library,  but  these  particular  maga¬ 
zines  are  expensive.  In  the  course  of 
a  year  at  least  a  dozen  books  are 
publizhed  which  every  preacher 
should  buy.  A  minimum  of  3100  a  year 
ought  to  be  spent  by  every  preacher 
on  magazines  and  books.  But  such  an 
amount  Is  a  large  Item  to  deduct 
from  the  average  modest  salary  the 
preacher  Is  paid. 

Books  and  magazines  are  the  tools 
of  the  preacher  In  his  ministry.  ’They 
are  the  channels  through  which  he 
keeps  abreast  In  the  world  of  spiri¬ 
tual  thought  and  action.  Churches 
that  thus  provide  for  their  pastor  are 
wise  and  will  reap  benefits  far  be¬ 
yond  the  amount  they  thus  contrib¬ 
ute.

Methodists  Oppose  Federal

DALLAS  —  (RNS)  —  Opposition  to 
Federal  aid  to  church  was  ekpressed 
here  by  the  Dallas  Methodist  District 
Conference,  which  represents  some 
40,0(M  MethodlsU  in  the  city’s  38 
churches. 

About  500  laymen  smd  ministers  at 
the  group’s  annual  meeting  asserted 
that  such  aid  would  be  a  wedge  lead¬ 
ing  to  a  breakdown  of  the  nation’s 
tradltonal  separation  of  Church  and 
SUte.

DALLAS.  Tex.  —  (BP)  —  Southern 
Baptists  may  be  aaked  to  establish  an 
Orphanage  Commission  with  a  fuU- 
time  secretary.  ’The  idea  was  ad¬ 
vanced  by  H.  Truman  Maxey,  presi¬ 
dent,  Southern  Baptist  Assc»ciation  of 
Executives  of  Homes  for  Children,  in 
his  address  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association. 

He  cited  the  following  advantage* 
of  the  commission;  (1)  Coordination 
of  effort  in  establishment  of  needed 
new  homes.  (2)  Better  sulvertise  th* 
ministry  now  performed  by  the  or¬ 
phanages.  (S)  Further  emphasize 
consciousness  of  need  In  child  care 
and  welfare.  (4)  Properly  emphasize 
child  benevolence  as  an  SB.(3.  min¬ 
istry.  (5)  Would  provide  leadership 
for  training  of  young  people  In  so(dal 
and  child  welfare. 

Maxey  also  listed  several  disad¬ 
vantages:  (1)  8.B.C.  does  not  own  a 
children’s  home  (2)  tendency  to  over¬ 
lordship  (3)  a  better  way  might  be  a 
strong  organization  of  the  homes 
themselves  (4)  could  hinder  promo¬ 
tion. 

Maxey,  who  is  superintendent  of 
the  Oklahoma  home,  was  re-elected 
president  of  the  group.

The  entire 
church  seems  to  be  convinced  that 
the  plan  Is  practical  and  will  result 
In  a- more  progressive  service  by  these 
ordained  servants  of  the  Lord.

RUNNELSTOWN  HAS  GROUND-BREAKING;  NEW  BUILDING  TO  SEAT 


On  January  1,  1950,  twelve  new 
Deacons  began  serving  a  three-year  — 
term.  After  their  term  is  up  they 
•re  eligible  to  re-election  only  after  ^ 
one  year  has  elapsed.  The  church  has  ^ 
M  “elective”  Deacons  divided  Into 
grwups  of  twelve,  each  of  whom  serve  «i 
ttiree  years.  It  has  seven  “Ufe”  Dea-  ai 
•ons  who  are  te  years  of  age  and/or 
who  have  served  25  years  as  Deacons  ^ 
when  the  plan  was  Inaugurated.  ^ 

These  "life”  Deacons  will  serve  until 
4leath  or  some  other  cause  removes  ^ 
them. 

Each  year  the  church  elects  a  com¬ 
mittee  on  Deacon  Nominations.  This 
•ommittee,  in  conference  with  the  » 
pastor,  compiles  a  list  of  available  _ 
men  and  receives  nominations  from  B 
hidividoal  chnrch  members.  The  com-  » 
mittec  considers  these  men  in  the  » 
light  of  the  qualifications  lor  Dea¬ 
cons  in  I  Timothy  S:S-1S  and  in  the  « 
Bght  of  their  activity  *n  the  church,  c 
When  the  desired  number  have  b^n  e 
tentatively  approved  for  nomination,  8 
the  pastor  is  requested  to  present  the 
matter  to  the  men  selected. 

This  'conference  Is  usually  held  In 
home  with  the  man’s  wife  or  In 
the  pastor's  study.  The  qualifications 
aC  a  Deaoosi  and  the  honor  and 
acrvlce  of  the  office  are  explained, 
the  man  Is  informed  that  he  and  his 
wife  win  be  asked  to  answer  three 
specific  questions  before  the  church 
at  the  time  of  ordination.  When  the 
and  hto  wife  gives  their  consent 
to  have  their  name  nominated  to  the 
church,  the  wmference  is  concluded 
with  a  season  of  prayer.  The  com¬ 
mittee  then  makes  its  report  to  the 
church  in  conference  as  soon  as  the 
desired  number  of  men  have  given 
their  consent  to  be  nominated. 

Deacous  Quined 

On  Sunday  morning.  December  18, 
at  the  eleven  o’clock  worship  service, 
which  was  broadcast  over  two  New 
Orleans  radio  sUtlons.  the  twelve 
new  Deacons  were  ordained.  These 
men  with  their  wives  met  the  pastor 
In  hU  study  fifteen  minutes  prior  to 
the  beginning  of  the  service  for  the 
last  minute  conference  and  a  season 
of  prayer.  Just  before  eleven  these 
men  and  their  wives  marched  Into  the 
auditorium  and  occupied  the  second 
row  of  seaU  Just  behind  the  present 
Deacons  who  always  sit  on  the  front 
row  During  the  ordination,  the  name 
of  each  man  and  his  wife  was  called. 
They  were  asked  three  questions  be¬ 
fore  the  whole  congregation:  Whether 
they  would  (1)  tithe;  (1)  attend  one 
of  the  morning  worship  service,  the 
Sunday  night  service  each  Lord’s  Day, 
and  the  Wednesday  evening  Prayer 
Meeting,  and  (8)  support  the  whole 
church  program.  (For  the  wives,  the 
question  was  added.  "Will  you  work 
in  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union?”)

Deacons  elect  kneel,  and,  following  h’* 
the  reading  of  the  Scripture  passage 
and  prayer,  the  ceremony  of  laying 
on  of  hands  follows.  The  new  Dea- 
cons  stand  at  the  front  following  ths  ^ 
message  and  the  benediction  and  the 
congregation  passes  by  to  give  them  nn 
Christian  greetings,  * 

New  Deacons  Assigned  Jobs  w 

Following  the  service  each  is  pre-  w 
sented  a  copy  of  the  splendid  book, 
“Honoring  the  Deaconshlp”  by  P.  E-  ^ 
Burroughs.  New  Deacons  will  be  as-  ^ 
signed  by  the  Chairman  to  various  ^ 
activity  committees  of  the  Deacons  ^ 
Including  the  work  of  welcoming  and  „ 
Interviewing  new  members  at  the  con-  f 
elusion  of  each  service.  ’This  com-  ^ 
mlttee  explains  to  the  new  members  c 
as  soon  as  they  Join  the  church  how  f 
our  program  Is  carried  on.  The  new  l 
members  are  asked  to  Indicate  their  ' 
record  of  activity  In  other  churches 
and  to  indicate  what  service  they 
would  like  to  render  with  us.  They 
are  also  presented  our  financial  pro¬ 
gram  and  asked  to  sign  a  pledge  card.  | 
They  are  given  literature  on  Baptist 
history  and  doctrine  as  well  as  the 
policy  and  covenant  of  our  church 
program. 

Inaugurating  Botatiou 
For  two  years  prior  to  Inauguration 
of ‘the  plan  by  the  church  May  12, 
1948,  the  pastor  discussed  privately 
with  each  Deacon  the  possibility  e< 
such  a  plan.  Each  Deacon’s  reaction 
was  noted  on  a  private  record  by  the 
pastor.  When  it  appeared  that  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  tt»e  Dea¬ 
cons  favored  the  plan,  the  pastor 
had  copies  of  the  proposed  program 
!  mimeographed  and  distributed  tl^ 
to  the  Deacons  in  a  meeting,  asked

ATLANTA,  Oa.— (BP)— The  Cbrto- 
Index  said  this  week  that  Char¬ 
lotte  and  Atlanta  were  the  leading 
contendere  for  the  new  theological 
seminary  to  be  established  to  the 
southeast.

A  sub-oommlttee  charged  with  rae- 
onunending  a  southeastern  site  is  to 
meet  to  Birmingham,  February  21, 
receive  formal  offers  from  oom 
poUng  cities. 

The  sub-committes  has  agreed  ths* 
minimum  requirements  foe  the  bid¬ 
ding  cities  will  include  a  lOO-acta 
tract  and  $1,000,008.  The  Index,  wlth- 
owt  quoting  its  auUiority,  said  Atlan¬ 
ta  and  CharlotU  were  ttie  only  tma 
eWtee  prui>ared  to  meet  these  mlnl- 
muwi  reqniremente.
